He 
said rival tenderers had been shown 
to be working in dollusion and to have 
sent in supposedly competitive ten- 
ders in the same handwriting and in 
the same business firma’. envelopes 
Such actions as these should, he be- 
lieved, be sufficient reason for the gov 


ernment stopping dealing with these 
firnrs. 
Hon. Mr. Pugsley, in reply, said 


that though an order in council had 
been passed, permitting him to renew 
these uncompleted works if decmed 
advisable, he had not done so as yet, 
in view of the representations made to 
him by the transportation interests 
and the boards of trade of Winnipeg, 
Port Acthur and Fort William that 
important harbors should in future 
be deepened to 24 feet, instead of 22 
feet, as at present. They had point- 
ed out that the new St, Mary's river 
lock is to have a depth over sills of 
24 feet, and that boats of that depth 
would immediately follow. Therefore, 
unless the Canadian harbors were of 
that depth, the larger boats would 
have to go to Buffalo or other Ameri- 
can points. He agreed that proper 
inspection of dredging was necessary, 
and since assuming the department he 
had given orders that inspectors must 
make statutory declaration as to the 
work done and as to their personal in- 
spection. He regretted that the Do- 
minion is so poorly equipped with 
dredging plants in view of the great 
work to be done. 

The debate ran on until late in the 
evening, somewhat to the disappoint- 
ment of several members, who were 
anxious to continue the debate on Mr. 
Monk's motion to abolish the pay 
ment of bonuses to immigrants. The 
speakers included Blain, Sproule, Ste- 
wart, Carvell and Conmee. The latter 
got into some trouble with the Speaker 
tor making unparliamentary remarks 
about the members of the opposition. 
The Irrepressible Sproule Annoyed. 

Dr. Sproule was annoyed because 
the minister of public works was not 
following his arguments, and remark- 


ed, “If the hon. gentleman had the 
instinets of a gentleman he would 
listen to what I am saying.” 

There were cr of “order,” and 


before the Speaker had time to inter- 


fere Dr, Sproule withdrew the re- 
mark, adding, ‘‘I am sorry that there 
are not other words with which I 
could, express my meaning.” 

Hon. Dr. Pugsley expressed the

Mr, 
Peters had said that the average de- 
lay of cars distributed to farmers tor 
loading at platforms was three days. 
The’ Canadian Pacttic and the Cana- 
dfan Northern railways had» 16,000 
cars with which to carry grain, Dur- 
ing the six months of the last eea- 
son, 68,000 carloads of grain were de- 
livered at Fort William, That would 
mean four round trips tor each car in 
the grain service, with torty-five days 
to the trip. Messrs. Peters and 
Shaw had given the time a car should 
make the round trip between Regina 
and Fort William as being trom iour- 
teen to twenty days, Thereiore, the 
cars actually oceupied twenty-five 
days over and above the time they 
should reasonably have taken; and, 
on the showing of the railway com- 
panies, the farmers could only be 
charged with having delayed the three 
days, so that the delay occasioned by 
the railway companies themselves 
was twenty-two days, Out of the 6s,- 
(00 carlouds delivered, only 8,000 had 
been louded ‘by the farmers at loading 
platiorms; and, therefore, only about 
twelve and a half per cent, were at 
fected by the application o the pro- 
visions of the Grain Act. 

The dour days’ battle waged chietly 
around this question; and the grain 
dealers and railway representatives 
suggested a compromise, which was 
rejected by the tarmers, 

The point as to ‘the shortage of 
money last fal! being responsible for 
the abnormal “spread” last fall, was 
also mentioned; and it was generally 
admitted that the “spread’’ had been 
greatly increased in consequence, of 
it, but that the measures taken by the 
Government had had the effect of 
greatly dimproving the market econd- 


lions, 

The question of adequate provision 
tor storage in and passage through 
the terminal and transfer elevators 
was dealt with exhaustively, the 
farmers contending Unat it was to 
their interest that their grain should 
go forward to the ultimate market in 
the same condition in which it was 
received into the terminal elevator 
The miixng of lower with the higher 
qualities, which they allege took 
place in either the terminal or trans- 


sult in large profit to the dealer; and, 
by reason of the general deterioration 
in the s* dard of the grain as it 
reached the Britieh miller, the geny 
eral price to the farmer, whieh 
fixed by the price paid by the British 
miller, would be reduced, 

Mr, MacKenzie contended that the 
only way to ensure the identity of 
grades in transport from Fort Wil- 
liam to Liverpool was to cut out the 
interest of the grain dealers, as grain 
dealers, in the operation of the ele- 
vators by placing the elevators unde 
absolute government control So 
long, he said, as the parties operating 
the clevator had a tinancial interest 
in mixing the grain, there was no pos- 
sibihty of an inspection that would 
be sufficient to prevent that mixing 
from taking place 

Mr, Gibbs, who controls the gov- 
emment inspection at Fort William, 
concurred in this view; and said that 


complete supervision of the process | 


of binning and discharging the grain 
from the elevators would mean prac- 
tically a duplication ot the operating 
staff, which, of course, would add 
very considerably to the storage 
charges 

The farmers’ representatives ex- 
pressed meelves as quite prepared 
that the grain itself should bear all 
costs and thereby have the identity 
preferring that it should bear these 
costs amd theerby have the identity 
of the grades preserved, than that 
the dealers should be able to ekin the 
grades either in the terminal or trans- 
ter elevators as at present charged, 

The elevator and shipping interests, 
while willing to accept any supervi- 
sion so long as it did not interfere 
with the efficiency of the plant, de- 
clared that it was impossible, as a 
business proposition, to carry out the 
farmers’ wish to preserve the identity 
ot grain 

The discussion throughout was 
pointed and at times warm, But 
there is no doubt that all parties con- 
cerned huve acquired a knowledge of 
conditions which they never had be 
fore, and know better what there is 
to be said tor the “man on the other 


side of the question,” In net result it 


would seem that the farmers hud the 
better case or were better able to pre-e 
sent the case they had for they scor- 


ed in the argument over their oppon- 
ents at every point,

CANADA SATISFIES 
AMERICAN FARMERS 


Immigrants Come Because They Find 
it Worth While—Texas no Longer 
a Competitor in Colonization 
Work. 


ie 


Winnipeg, April 14—An increase of 
sixty-one per cent. in the immigration 
of Americans to Canada during the 
mouths of January and February of 
this year, as compared with 1907, is 
the official way ot saying that there 
is another great movement of fariuers 
frum the western States to the prairies 
of the Dominion, The success which 
has attended the efforts of other tarm- 
ers trom the republie who have loeat- 
ed in the Dominion within the past 
few years has been responsible for the 
larger influx, and hds -been sufficient 
to offset the effects of all the stories 
set afloat by interested parties who 
have desired to disereait the Canadian 
West, <A satisfied settler is the best 
advertisement tor this country, and 
there is no reasen to doult that the 
Americans who have made their home 
in the prairie section are contented, 
They have found*out that there is a 
fine opportunity for any man who is 
willing to work, and they have work- 
ed, They have cimployed the same 
methods to a large extent which en- 
abled them to suceeed in the western 
states, and they have found that the 
general conditions surrounding agri- 
cultural activity are much the same 
as those to which they have been ac- 
customed. The period of cold weather 
is “long in both ends,’’ while the sum- 
mer is “short in the middle,’ eom- 
paratively speaking, Sut the greater 
fertility of the soil and the improve- 
ment in the quality of the grain due 
to climatic influences have atoned for 
that state of affairs. So far as actual 
living conditions are concerned the 
American little difference. A 
farm is a farm, no matter where it is 
located, and a certain amount of iso- 
latioa is involved in the life ef the 
husbandman. There is little change 
for the farmer from the republic 
when he settles down in this country 
His chief concern is to develop the 
agricultural possibilities of his partic- 
ular section, and while he is engag- 
ed in that task he has yew opportuni- 
ties of meditating on the differences 
of latitude or nationality 

Recovering From Recent Dullness. 

The present influx marks a reaction 
from the state of atfairs which prevail- 
ed a year ago. The winter of 1906-07, 
so disastrous in its influence upon 
orop results, was also serious in its 
effect on American immigration. The 
alleged terrors ot the climate here were 
exploited to the last degree by the 
aluimists and agitators in the western 
States, who had something io gain 
from « diminution in the “trek” to- 
wards Canada, It’ was pointed out by 
certain railway companies and imoni- 
gration agencies whieh were interested 
in the settlement of the southwestern 
States that locating in the Dominion 
meant exposure to terrible hardships, 
with certainty of continued difficulty 
and a prospect of small returns on 
farming investments. ‘To Texas’? was 
the evry which was raised in Nebraska, 
lowa, Minois, Ohio and other States 
which had been contributing towards 
the developmest of the Canadian west. 
The warmth of the climate, the easy 
conditions under which farms were 
worked, and the proximity to the sea- 
board were urged as reasons why thie 
eouthern States should*draw the bulk 
of the emigration. One of the rail- 
roads of the middle States even pro- 
claimed far and wide that settlers 
should avoid Canada as they would a 
plague. Signs on which icieles were 
painted were erected in many places, 
aud on these a hand pointed ‘To 
Canada,”’ Stationery, pamphlets, 
time-tables and other lterature depiet- 
ed the awtul terrors which were eer- 
tain to be visited upon aily poor, mics- 
guided mortals who crossed the bound- 
ary in search of acnew home.

He had spent many months there for 
the purpose of writing deseviptive ar- 
ticles, and his views contained no 
suspicion of prejudice. He was also 
familiar, to a emaller extent, with 
the Canadian west, and he knew how 
to draw an intslligent comparison 
between the south and north, He 
“made speech” somewhat after the 
following style: “Your publicity de- 
partment, for the sake of booming pas- 
senger traffic to Texas, has chosen to 
walign and misrepresent the condi- 
tions attending settlement in the Can- 
adian west. The literature and the 
signs you have adopted teli only hall 


the story in each case, T am. not 
here to make threats, but the inter: 
ests whieh I represent will not lie 
down in tront of such attacks, We 


uek you to remove these objectionable 
signs and to withdraw from circula- 
fion all the literature which slanders 
Canada, 1. you do not choose to ae- 
cept our suggestion we are prepared 
to retaliate. We shall issue similar 


materials warning the farmers not 
to go to Teads, where yellow fever 
flourishes, where the negro problem 


presents ite worst and most embur- 
russing features, where excessive heat 
in the early summer destroys the crops 
which have survived the floods of the 
where law and order are the 
exceptiou, not the rule; in” short, 
where all the conditions are foreign 
und antagonistic to progress and pros- 
perity. We shall advise them, as we 
are now doing, to go to Canada, which 
crows the best wheat in the world,

Why Texas Boom Failed. 

There was little hesitation on the 
part of the railroad manager. He 
knew that the system of fraud for 
Which his publicity agenta were re- 
sponsible could not stand the fleree 
light of investigation, and he made 
haste to assure his caller that all the 
signs, pamphlets and other materials 
antagonistic to the Canadian weet 
would be withdrawn and destroyed, 
The promise was carried out later in 
the season, and the disparagement of 
this couitry's resources Was practic. 
ally stopped, so far aa that road was 
concerned, Great damage had been 
done, of course, and the 


small proportions. The settlers were 
headed for Texas, ignorant of the tate 
which awaited them there. They did 
net consume much time in ascertain- 
ing the real state of affairs prevail- 
ing in the south, The fevers, the 
drouthe, the race conflicts and the 
other drawbacks were decidedly dis- 
couraging to the men who had been 
accustomed to better things.

The big leagues, of 
course, spend the greater part of that. 
They employ the best players at salaries 
that would look geod on the pay en- 
velopes of some bank cashiers. They oc- 
cupy plets of ground in cities where land 
is dealt out by the square foot, travel 
thousands of miles on the best railroads 
and stop at hotels that millionaires 
make their headquarters, 

An idea of the expense of running a 
baseball club may be gleaned from the 
traveling the National and Americ®h 
league clubs will have to do this, year 
American league teams will travel 95,- 
772 miles, and the Nationals 92,465 miles, 
in order to fill out their scheduled cham- 
pionshp dates, At two cents per mile and 
at the average of eighteen men to each 
team, the sum of $67,765 will be paid the 
railroads alone, and that does not in- 
elude Pullman's, meals on trains or hot- 
el expenses. It is likely that each club 
will spend in Pullman’s during the year 
close to $2,000, and in hotels nearly 
$6,000.
